So 
now with an 'Hiſtorical Faith, I 
may believe that the Scripture is 
Gods, by the teaching of them, and 
ſo I ſhould have done, though they 
had told me that Robinhood had been 
the Scripture of God, which Faith 
1s but an Opinion, and therefore a- 
bideth ever fruitleſs, and falleth a- 
way, if a more glorious reaſon be 
made unco me, or if the Preacher 
live contrary. 

But of a Feelizs Faith, it is writ- 
ten, Tohn 6. they ſhall be all taught 
of God, that is, God ſhall writ it in 
their hearts with his Holy Spirit, and 
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alſo teftifeth Roms. 8. The Spirit beay- 
eth record unto onr Spirit, that we be 
the Sons of God; and this Faith is 
none Opzz10x, but a ſure feeling, and 
therefore ever fruitful, never hang- 
eth it of the honeſty of the Preach- 
er, but of the Power of God, and 
of the Spirits and therefore if all 
the Preachers of the World would 
g0 about to perſwade the contrary, 
it would not prevail no more than 
though they would make me believe 
the fare were cold, after that I had 
put my knger therein. Of this ye 
have an enſample, Foh. 4. of the 
Samaritaniſh wife , which left her 
Pitcher ana went into the City, and 
ſaid, come and ſee a man, &c. bur 
when they had heard Chrift, the 
Spirit wrought , and made them 
feel, whereupon they came unto 
the Woman and faid, ive Letzeve

the Preacher Preach wrong, you 
may, any Man, whatſoever he be , 
rebuke him, firſt privately ; and 
then (if that help not) to com- 
plain further ; and when all is 
proved, according to the order of 
Charity, and yet no amendment 


had ; then ought every Man that 
can

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can torefift him, aud to ftand by 
Chriſts Doctrine, and to jeopard 
Life and all for it ; look on the old 
enſamples, and they ſhall teach 
thee —— when we have proved 
all that Charity bindeth us, and 
yet in vain ; then we muſt come 
forth openly, and rebuke their 
wickedneſs in the face of the 
World, and jeopard Life and all 
thereon.

dred years ago, was 4 principal Tea- 
cher of the Church of England, and 
died 4 Martyr. | 
1. Firft, his Faith was, that as 
we aye all Created of one God, ſo we 
are all indifferently bought with one 
blood of our Saviour Feſus Chrift, ſo 
that Chriſt his ſhedding of his blood, is 
&s univerſal for men, as the work of 
their Creation : and this 1s our Faith 
who are called Qzakers, to wit, 
that 
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that Chriſt hath taſted death for eve- © 
7) man, and that he hath dyed for all 
according to the Scriptares. But whe- 
ther is this your Faith yea or nay ? 

2. Secondly, his Faith was, that

Fourthly, his Faith was, that the 
Heathen-once had the: Spirit of God, 
and that Pharoah,: before his heart 
was hardened, had the Spirit of Grace, 
and this. is oar:Faith who lay, the 
zrue Light which is Spirit, doth ex- 
liehten every man that cometh into 
the world, ſufficiently unto Salvation, 
and that a manifeſtation of the Spi- 
rit is oiven unto every man to Profit 
withal. But whether is this your faith 
yea or nav? who deny the ſaving 
Lient of C hrix ro be U niver ſal. 
Fifthly, His Faith was, that Gooa-

Goa, 
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God, are abſolutely needful to continue ns in _- 
the favour of God, and tn a juſtified ſtate, 
and this 1s our Faith, but whether this is 
your Faith yea or nay, ſeeing many of you 

ay, David continued in the favour of God, 
and juStified, while he committed Murder 
and Adultery. 

S:xthly, His Faith was, that a Believer 
needed no outward Law nor Rule, for he 
keepeth the Law, by the leading of the Spi- 
7it only,and this 1s our Faith, but whether 
is this your Faith, yea or nay, who ſay the 
Scripture, (which is outwardly) zs the on- 
ly Rule, and wit not ackzowledg the Spirit 
within to be the Rule. 

Seventhly, his Faith was,that the Scrip- 
tures are tobe believed that they are of God, 
becauſe of the Inward Teſtimony and teach- 
sng of the Spirit of God, and that the true 
Faith 1s a feeling Faith, & a ſure feeling, & 
who have this Faith, are taught of God him- 


ſelf as ummediately as when a man is taught 


that the fire rs hct,, by putting his finger in 
zt, here the.fire teacheth him immediately, 
that it 15 hot, and he nceatth no man to tell 
bim, and this is our Faith in all theſe par- 
culars, who witneſs unto the immediate 
Teachings of God by his Spirit in our hearts.

819 of the Spirit, and this 15 our Faith, but 
whether 15 this your Fazth, yea or nay, 
who deny tbe fee!rng of the Spirit,properly 
fo called, and mock and aeride us when we 


ſpeak. 
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ſpeak of feeling, and when ye ackus, how 
, knowJethat you are moved & led by theSpi- 
rut to ſuch things, we anſwer, by our feeling, 
which bath certainty, and evidence in it that 
z5 ſufſicient.

Tenthly, His Faith was, that men are 
quitified by an inward Righteouſneſs 
wrought by the Spirit of God 1 the beart 
8 and this is our Faith, but whether is this

are juſtified by an inward righteouſneſs m 
their hearts, although wrought in them by 

| the Spirit of God. 
| Eleventhly, His Faith was, that the firſt 
| day of the Week, was not commanaed by God 
ro be kept boly, but the Church keepeth that 
day, becauſe of convenience for inſtrutting 
tb: people, and worſhiping God: anc this 
is our Faith, but whether 1s this jour 
\ Faith, yea or nay, who ſay, that days 
of Gods commanding to be kept as aSabbath. 
Twelfthly, His Faith was, that api- 
ſtrates may Preach, and every man may 
Preach or Teaco, who 75 taught of God, in 
caſe of neceſſity, and 39at Women may teach:

| loſopy and School. learning was not needful
